call it that us it is nil expressive term. The 
trouble is the most general of any now 
affecting the horses of this country. 
It is 


the cause of nearly nil if not all, of the 
shying which surgeons fail to find a rensoii 
for except iu "general cussediicss." 
This 


cataract is u brown growth, of a fungus 
nature, thnt spreads over the pupil of the 
eye, from the top downwards. 
Jt luis the 


appearance of :i spoils0 growing nway 
from its hold. It is dilllcult 10 sue unless 
strong daylight fulls upon the horse's eye 
exactly right. 
Then it cun bu suen 


plainly, a silent evidence 
of the iiai- 


inal's defective 
eyesight. I have ex- 


amined horse after horse aud with but 
two or three exceptions out of about fifty 
I have found their eyesight thus affected. 
Of course it is worse in sonic tlnin in 
others. It grows just like n cataract or 
cancer; at first just dawning ominously on 
the upper edge of the pupil, then grad- 
ually extending itself. I have watched it 
expand on my own horse and its growth 
lias bcca very marked in even the short 
time of two years. I have observed cue; 
thing about it that makes mo certain tlisil 
my conclusions arc correct. Every shy- 
ing horse I have examined h:is, without 
exception, been so afflicted. 
Never have 


I seen a horse shy whose eye was not 
clouded by this inexplicable growth. I be- 
gnu to study this curious defect after a 
long experience iu trying to break my 
spirited horse from shying. I took him 
to dozens of veterinary surgeons, but they 
all said it was his cusscdncss. 1 used the 
whip and tried in every way to break him 
of it, but I could not, "Now I remember 
how curiously ha cocked his head at 
a suspicious o'bjcct just as a person with 
poor sight will try to get a better focus. 
Finally one day the light happened to 
strike "his eye right and I "saw the cataract. 
The whole tiling was plain to me then, 
I 


have studied the matter since, though I 
have never seen anything published about 
this prevailing effect. If any thing 1ms 
ever been published about it, and if any 
reason can. bo advanced, I should like to 
hear of it. Whether it is because of the 
barbarous aud cruel blinds which, by 
shutting out the ligli 
and causing the 


animal to look forward instead of side- 
ways, affect his eyes, or whether it is be- 
cause of dark stalls, I cannot tell. But I 
am sure it is the cause of all the shying 
and much of the stumbling that now 
make driving and riding so unpleasant 
and dangerous.

If a Turk dies, or looks as if be wove, 


dead, no physician, no iEspector, comes to 
make sure that death has really taken 
place; bat if It has not tho fact tdll soon 
be established, thanks to a procedure mote 
efUcient than nil the gentle and refined 
means in vogue in the west to make sure 
that the deceased is .iot hoaxing his heirs. 


Scarcely lias the last breath been taken 


when the corpse is lifted up violently by 
vigorous arms, the clothing snatched oE, 
laid on the flagstones in the mortuary 
chamber or vestibule and sprinkled wivli 
hot water, which is thrown upon it by the 
imam, provided with a large pail. The 
sprinkling is repented two or three times, 
so that the family ruus little danger of see- 
ing the deceased resuscitated. 


Thus scalded as a preliminary .step, the 


body is washed and dried. Then it is be- 
powdered with camphor, and. after being 
covered with a cloth embroidered with 
verses from the Koran, it is exposed for 
several hours in the court-yard. 
After- 


ware! the imam returns and accompanies 
tbe corpse to its last resting place. 


The Hat, covered bier is usually carried 


on tbe shoulders of friends of 
the de- 


ceased, or upon those of hired pull-bcu:1- 
crs. 
Sometimes strangers assume this duty 


gratuitously, looking upon it as a pious 
und meritorious act. 
The cortege is made 


up only of those that carry tbe coffin by 
turns, thus relieving one ncotbcr without 
stopping. Tbc colliu is made of cedar, 
und ii is seldom varnished, but it is cover- 
ed with a rug or shawl, and there is phiccd 
at the head a turban or a fe/. if the de- 
ceased is a mule. 


The procession uhvays moves hastily, 


not for tbe purpose of getting rid of the 
dismal burden, 
but to hasten tho mo- 


ment when deceased shull enjoy eternal 
repose; for the Mussulman believes lliat 
tbc soul is restless and unhappy as long as 
the corpse is uiilmricd. 
This is why 


three or four hours only elapse between 
death and burial. 


On arriving at the cemetery the imam so 


places the bier lliai the face oC the de- 
ceased is turned towards Mecca; he then 
approaches the brink of the grave and 
utters a very long prayer, the conclusion 
of which is as follows: "Drawnear Mpun- 
kir and Helcir, angels of death and minis- 
ters of Allah, 
Great and blessed God. we 


humbly beseech Thee to make the earth 
light for thy servur.l. May ho find grace 
nnd mercy with Thee. Amen." 


According to the Koran ;he deceased -is 


the owner of his grave ii: perpetuity, and 
the 
objectionable 
system of sepulture 


in rotation is unknown lo the Mussul- 
mans; and in Constantinople,, in Eyconb 
uud Scutari, the room occupied by ceme- 
teries is almost as extensive as that covered 
by dwellings. 
Within recent years it bus 


been found necessary, in order to open 
roads that have been much needed, to cur- 
tail and even suppress some of tbe ceme- 
teries,but itreQuired an express order from 
the Sultan, wbich made the ulcir.tig utter 
the wail of bigots.
